Case of yellow fever on steamship (My of Washington. 

Habana, Cuba, October 28, 1898. 

Sib : I have the honor to report that yesterday afternoon Assistant 
Sanitary Inspector D. B. Dudley inspected the Ward Line steamship 
Oity of Washington, which was about to depart for New York, and on 
inspection found one of the crew, a fireman, suffering from yellow fever. 

The vessel arrived here from New York, Sunday, October 23, and 
the man was taken sick the following Tuesday night. When seen he 
had temperature of 40 degrees, pulse at 90, gastric disturbance, and 
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slight icterus. He was removed from ship, and vessel proceeded to 
New York.

Sir : I have the honor to report 2 more cases of smallpox in the city, 
1 discovered on Thursday and 1 on Saturday last. They were trans- 
ferred to the city pesthouse, and the houses in which they were found 
quarantined. The total number of cases to date is 14, all of which have 
been treated in the city pesthouse. 

I have been informed that there are 60 cases in the county pesthouse, 
but suspect that the report has been exaggerated. 

I think the local authorities are competent to cope with the disease 
in this city.
